The p icture given him on 
whole was gloomy. In fact, con­ 
siderably more casualties m ay be 
necessary before there can be any 
conclusion in Korea. 
In general,

was told that the Communists had 
built up their strength to a p eak of 
1.200.fMM) men. They took advan­ 
tage of the truce talks to p ut across 
this build-up , and it now develop s 
that the Chinese were weak and 
crumbling when they asked for a 
truce — ap p arently for the p urp ose 
of stalling for lime.

Boston Fire 
Killed 4 9 2 


BOSTON, Nov, 22 UP—Just ten 
^•ears ago—on Nov, 28, 1942—sud­ 
den fire spread with bomb-burst ^ 
speed 
through 
the 
inflammable: 
decor of Boston’s crowded Cocoa-' 
nut Grove night club and k illed 492 
people. 
The nation has been at war a 
year, but the first edge of ex cite­ 
ment had worn off. The principal 
news of the day was the war—butj 
that was overseas. It look ed lik e 
the only local news on the front | 
pages 
of 
Boston 
Sunday 
news-| 
papers 
would 
be 
the 
smashing; 
victory of the visiting Holy Cross 
football team over Boston College, 
Jubilant Holy Cross fans had! 
flock ed, with others, to the Cocoa- 
nut Grove night club on the fringe 
of the theater district. 
A 
t hou s a n d 
persons 
were 
jam med by mid-evening in the 
night club which had normal ac­ 
commodations for 600. 
The several bars were crowded. 
Waiters 
struggled 
between 
too- 
crowded tables. The tink le of a 
piano and the voice of a girl singer 
came through the din. 
Walls gay with artificial leather, 
and ceilings covered with cloth, 
imparted a sense of lux ury. Arti­ 
ficial palm trees with artificial 
leaves grew from the floor. 
Guests glancing at watches saw 
the hands slipping past 10:15 p.m. 
time for the floor show to begin. 
In a dark ened spot, close to the 
wall and ceiling, a bus boy climbed 
up to replace a burned-out electric 
bulb on an artificial palm. 
Orchestra leader Mickey Alpert 
raised his baton. 
Small wonder that few heard 
those first confused shouts. From 
a corner of the Melody Lounge in 
the basement, shouts that sounded 
like “ fire!” 
Lights 
went out. A panic-swept 
crowd sway ed, groped, tipped ov er 
tables and chairs, fell ov er the 
screaming fallen. 
Fire flared in hungry lines along 
the gay fabrics tacked to the ply - 
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wood ceilings. Burning cloth fell 
in flaming strips on the crowds. 
The crowd chok ed on hot smok e 
and acrid fumes. 
People jammed both sides of a 
revolving door.

An employe tugged one side of 
a double door open and a fair 
share of those who escaped fought 
their way out through that.

P':remt n arrived before even the 
fir.'it alarm .sounded. Called to a 
minor fire in the vicinity, they 
heard .shriek .s from the club and 
saw smok e and 
flame. 
Despite' 
îheir eirly arrival, the firemen 
could do little to save the hundreds 
trapped in the inferno. 
Rescuers dragged the living and 
dead from the one open half-door, 
smashed the revolving door and 
began hauling out the heaped up 
, victims. The rescuers hack ed and 
smashed oiwn the windows and the 
flim^y panels bc'hind them. 
Nearby restaurants and garages 
b e c a m e ^morgues filling with dead. ^
